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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to applicant's communication of 01/1 8/08, please note the following: 
37 CFR 1.142(a), second sentence, indicates that a restriction requirement "will 

normally be made before any action upon the merits; however, i t may be made at any 

time before final action ." This means the examiner should make a proper requirement 

as early as possible in the prosecution, in the first action if possible, otherwise, as soon as 

the need for a proper requirement develops . That is, 37 CFR 1 .142(a) provides that restriction is 

proper at any stage of prosecution up to final action (See MPEP 811 Time for Making 

Requirement). 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 2 1 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature i.e. the specific coated 
separator material is known in the art as evidenced by US 2001/0036573. Thus, it does not 
provide a contribution over the prior art. 
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2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 
The species are as follows: 

A) Species 1 for main separator material (applicant to elect one (1) of the species below): 

a) Species la: paper; 

b) Species lb: non- woven fabric 

c) Species lc: fine porous film 

d) Species Id: the composite 

B) Species 2 for coating material (applicant to elect one (1) of the species below): 

a) Species 2a: the ionic substances; 

b) Species 2b: the hydro xyl group-containing substances; 

c) Species 2c: the specific silicon compounds 

C) Sub-species 2a- specific coating material for each Species 2 (applicant to elect one (1) of the 
sub-species below): 

a) Sub-species 2a: one of the specific material included in Species 2a (the ionic 
substance) as recited in claim 12; 

b) Sub-species 2b: one of the specific material included in Species 2b (the hydroxyl 
group-containing substances) as recited in claim 12; 

c) Sub-species 2c: one of the specific material included in Species 2c (the specific silicon 
compounds) as recited in claim 12. 
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Applicant is requisitioned to elect one of the species or sub-species above for each set of 
Species or sub-species. That is to say, to elect one (1) Species 1; and one (1) Species 2; and one 
(1) Sub-species 2a. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141.
